Performance of “Our Town” in early April 


Production at Redeemer College is 
underway for the play “Our Town” 
by Thornton Wilder. 

The Play, under the direction of 
Ray Louter, involves a cast of thir- 
teen, and is being presented by 
Redeemer College Theatre Arts 
Department. “What drew me to this 
play,” says Professor Louter, “was 
observing that the events represented 
in it were very much like the every- 
day events that take place right here 
in Our Own town.” 

The play a the lives of two 
families in small town America 
between 1899 and 1914 and evokes 
movingly, a way Of life which is lost 
in our present turmoil. “Our Town” 
is divided into three acts: childhood, 
love and marriage, and death and is 
multi- layered, meaning that several

On January 11, we started our winter 
semester at the College. After Christmas 
and the New Year it was exciting to 
welcome the students back, and to hear 
from them about how good it was at 
home.

Many people responded to our 
request to become members of the Foun- 
dation, so that through this association 
we were able to lower the deficit substan- 
tially and were able to establish lower 
tuition for 1988/89. We trust that the 
Lord will bless the work of the Founda- 
tion. Elsewhere in this issue tuition 
details for the new academic year can be 
found. I’m sure that both students and 
parents will be pleased with the progress 
made in tuition cost. 

Please continue to pray that the Lord 
will mold the minds of those who are 
studying our request for expanded 
degree-granting powers. As you know, 
this matter has been before the govern- 
ment for close to three years. We now 
have received indications that sometime 
this spring or summer a decision will be 
made by the Ontario Council on Univer- 
sity Affairs, after which the government

RRSP’s 

February 29th marked the close of a 
busy season in the development office 
at Redeemer College. In January and 
February alone, over $1,000,000 in 
RRSP contributions came in. 92 new 
accounts were started, bringing the 
total number of Redeemer College 
RSP holders to over 600. 

During the same period last year, 
$850,000 was oe in annual 
contributions. For the first time the 
school’s bank debt is less than its 
privately placed debt. During the 

ast two months, the bank loans have 
allen to $5.4 million. 

March Ist spells the end of 
contributions for the 1987 tax year, 
however, transfers of existing plans 
and contributions for 1988 are always 
welcome, and can be handled without 
income tax implications.

Prayer and hard work characterize 


Presidency

“T was astounded to be called to the 
Secon Le admits Henry De 

olster, “but I accepted because it 
was just that—a calling. All I knew 
about universities was that we would 
need facilities, faculty, staff, students 
and money, and we had none of 
these.” 

Henry De Bolster, President of 
Redeemer College wasn’t an aca- 
demic and faculty member of a 
distinguished Ree In 1981 
Henry De Bolster was the pastor of 
Maranatha CRC in St. Catharines, 
and a man willing to be used by the 
Lord in whatever way He chose. 

No one was more incredulous 
than Henry himself when the presi- 
dential search committee he was 
chairing requested his resignation 
from the post. The group had met on 
its own to nominate two presidential 
candidates of which he was one. 

“T accepted,” he said, “because I 
was very concerned that the leader- 
ship in society was losing its overall 
Christian perspective. I saw that 
more and more bright Christian 
young people had little choice but to 
attend secular universities.” 

If this was the way God wanted 
to use him, he was ready to serve. 

This year, Henry De Bolster will 
begin to serve his third term as 

resident of Redeemer College, an 
institution which didn’t exist six 
years ago. He was reappointed 
unanimously in January by the Board 
of Governors to a four year term 
ending July, 1992. 

“I’m very excited and happy that 
I can continue to be involved with the 
College. It takes a lot of prayer and 
hard work, but that’s fine. It’s a joy.” 
It’s the prayer and hard work with 
which he associates the growth and 
success of the College, and says, “We 
can’t account for all the fantastic 
things that are happening here if it 
isn’t the Lord doing them.” 

The President attributes the 
phenomenal growth of the small 
College to God’s daily intervention in 
its administrative activities, and 
stresses that success results from His 
providing the right people for an 
excellent team. 

“Both the faculty and staff are 
dedicated, hard working and vision- 





ary”, he says, and Shar pp praises 


the members of the Board of Gover- 
nors and the Academic Council. 

“T’m so grateful to these people. 
They’re very dedicated and genu- 
inely concerned. They give so much 
of themselves and their time, and 
even come from great distances like 
Ottawa, or Owen Sound to discuss 
issues and keep us on the straight 
and narrow.” 

President De Bolster’s reliance on 
his co-workers for insight, guidance 
and support, and especially his faith 
and dependence on the Lord are 

ualities which are most evident to 
those who work intimately with him 
on a daily basis. Margaret Buma, 
who has fees his assistant for 4 years, 
feels that the nature of his work often 
leaves him vulnerable to being mis- 
understood. She believes that few 
people realize how “tremendously 
dependent” on the Lord he really is. 

“He is not daring in himself. He 
is able to step forward in faith 
because he knows the Lord never 
fails him. He has a wonderful faith, 
and when you talk to him you always 
sense how genuinely in awe he is 
about what the Lord does here 
daily.” 

She recites a metaphore the 
President is fond of using. He com- 
pares the frailty of the College to a 
young sapling that isn’t yet rooted 
and grounded and can easily be 
plucked up and destroyed with just 
one strong wind. “He prays con- 
stantly that the Lord will allow this 
place to grow and become a mighty 


tree with strong roots.” (cont‘d...)

Faith, strong leadership, vision 
and sensitivity characterize the man 
who represents Redeemer College. He 
is innovative, yet concerned about 
keeping pace with his colleagues and 
the supporting community; he is able 
to assimilate an overview of the whole 
College operation, while remaining 
pastoral and caring in his dealings 
with faculty, staff and students. 

“He makes an effort to be under- 
stood, and to understand,” says Ross 
Taylor, president of Student’s Council.

New tuition structure 
competitive 


Redeemer College’s new, reduced 
tuition structure is competitive not 
only with other pat ta hristian 
universities and colleges, but is 
within $1,500.00 of the rates charged 
by public institutions. 

Kees Vreugdenhil, Treasurer for 
the Board of Governors and Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee 
believes that with the reduction 
Christian post-secondary education 
will become much more affordable. 
“IT expect many more students will 
now be able to consider Redeemer 
College as a viable alternative,” he 
said. 

At Redeemer College, as at other 
institutions, there is a range of tuition 
and housing costs. The costs of 
attending Redeemer College versus 
public universities are compared in 
the table below. On the low end of 
the range, education at a public 
university costs only $1,471.00 less 
than at Redeemer College, while on 
the high end of the range, it is 
$1,357.00 less. 

The shave represent differences 
between the columns of low and high 
cost ranges respectively and can be 
offset by the work study program 
which is available to ail Redeernes 
College students regardless of finan- 
cial need. Through the work study 
program, students are awarded a 
grant which requires the recipient to 


contribute a prearranged number of 
hours per week carrying out duties 

such as tutoring or assisting faculty 

or administrative staff. ©
